AN ORDINANCE REPEALING 
SECTION 6 OF GENERAL 
ORDINANCE NO. G-18-89. 

WHEREAS, in 1989, there was established a self- 
insurance fund for auto liability and general liability 
(including police liability) ; 

WHEREAS, the ordinance establishing said fund 
contained a provision in Section thereof that provided as 
follows: 

"SECTION 6. That in addition to the amount 
placed in the self-insurance fund as 
recommended by the independent actuarial 
consultant pursuant to Section 4. of this 
ordinance, there shall be an additional sum 
deposited into the fund equal to the 
difference between the reasonable estimate of 
the current year's premium quote for each 
insurance line that is being self-insured and 
the recommended self-insurance funding level 
for that line." 

WHEREAS, said excess funding provision has 
resulted in excess deposits to said fund, over and above 
the funding levels recommended by the City's actuarial 
consultant in an amount of $539,070.95; 

WHEREAS, said self-insurance fund is expected 
to have a total balance of $772,197.60, as of December 
31, 1992; 

WHEREAS, the actuarially recommended funding 
levels for 1993 are as follows: 

AUTO - $219,250 


GENERAL LIABILITY - $137,642 


POLICE - $115,118 
TOTAL - $472,010 


WHEREAS, the Civil City Budget funds the 
following amounts of said totals: 
AUTO - 76%, OR $166,630.00 
GENERAL LIABILITY - 68.8%, OR $ 94,697.70 
POLICE - 100%, OR $115,118.00 


TOTAL - $376,445.70 
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WHEREAS, if a portion of the previously 
deposited excess funds were used to make the 1993 Civil 
City contribution to said fund, approximately $240,000.00 
would be available for property tax relief or 
reallocation to other expenditures; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. Section 6 of General Ordinance No. 


G-18-89 is hereby repealed. cescindta for the year 1443 only. 


SECTION 2. As the City's Self-Insurance Fund 
already contains excess deposits over and above the 
amount necessary to maintain sound actuarial funding of 
said fund, no additional deposits into said fund are 
required for 1993 from the Civil City. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage by the Common 


Council and signature by the Mayor.
